The Astronomer Royal, Dr. Richard van der Reit Woolley, 
reaffirmed his belief that ‘space travel is utter bilge' in Lon¬ 
don yesterday. 

"I said it was 'utter bilge' when I arrived four and a- 
half years ago and it remains 'utter bilge'. He said:"The surf¬ 
aces of the moon and planets are so inhospitable that there is no 
question of living on them." 

I say that Dr. Stay-on-the-Ground Woolley is in danger of 
finding himself sole holder of this belief five years from now. 

The performances of -the Russian aind U. S. moon-shooters al* 
ready confound him. Now the possibility that' other worlds may be 
watching us is being seriously considered/by scientists aa reput¬ 
able as Dr. Woolley. ”6 - •-> ; 

Professor R..N. Bracewell, of California's Stanford Uni¬ 
versity, considers it highly likely that robot*reconnaissance ve¬ 
hicles the outer space equivalent of U-2 airplanes.--have already 
been sent to study the earth or should be expected soon. He sugg T 
ests that scientists should now mount a sustained effort to sear¬ 
ch the skies for them. 

One U.S. experimenter is building a radio set to scan st¬ 
ar systems, for signals from beings who are expected to be more - r 
intelligent than we are.

(1) The PROBABILITY that life exists on other planets is now 
nncepted because of the evidence that the entire universe is com¬ 
posed of the same types of earth atoms.;. 

Laboratory experiments suggest that certain combinations- 
of these atoms can automatically become alive under climatic con¬ 
ditions similar to those which once existed on the earth. 

Thousands of millions of other planets are likely to have 
experienced these conditions and so may have produced life. 

(2) RESEARCH on proteins has shown that wherever living mat¬ 
ter has arisen it is likely to have evolved along lines broadly 
similar to those on earth because the arrangements of atoms cap¬ 
able of producing life are restricted. This suggests that any 
creatures intelligent enough to communicate with us are more lik¬ 
ely to be humans than bug-eyed monsters.

UPO SIGHTED B Y AIRLIDB CREWS 
An eastern Airlines pilot named' Dari W. Miles reported 
that he and his crew saw a mysterious object over Virginia about 
March 15th. The sighting was confirmed by two other Eastern crews. 
Said Miles, "The object was clearly visible, including the out¬ 
line of its shape and certain details. The shape of the entire 
object was identified by all of us to be like the fuselage of a 
plane except many times larger than any plane we ever saw. Prom 
the back of the fuselage streamed a tremendous white flame that 
from our distance appeared .to be a quarter of a mile. long. It had 
no wings, and there were no protrusions on the body that could 
keep it balanced or directed, we estimated from, what we know of 
that flight speed the thing was travelling in excess of 6,000 
miles per hour. It went across the sky, from the point of vision 
at the side of our plane -where we picked it up, in about 50 sec¬ 
onds." Captain Miles added that such sightings are made quite fr¬ 
equently by experienced pilots, but that "information is evident¬ 
ly suppressed from the nev/spapers".

7th, I960, a full-cover-page picture of an object, photographed 
by their stafa reporter and technician, Edgar Schedolbauer 5 ‘who 
was questioned exhaustively before it was decided to release the 
story. 

.. . Edgar Scliedeibauor, living in Strass, near Liebnitz,(in 

the border province of...Sieiermark), after visiting his elderly 
rather in Wildou, was travelling home after 1 a.m. on the morn¬ 
ing of March 2nd, on his motor-blcyclo. Hetween Labuttcndorf and 
and St.Veit am Vogau he suddenly noticed, a light in the direction 
of itadkcisourg, wnich he thought may have been a fallinv star, 
but its size, and brilliance and the speed at which it was moving’ 
ruled out either that or the moon. At 20 metres height the ob¬ 
ject crossed an open field parallel to the street, described an 
arc, coming lower, finally becoming stationery beside the str¬ 
eet at a heigho of 15 metres, ilis first thought was to take cover 
from possible danger but his reporter instinct urged him to in¬ 
vestigate. leaving the motor -bicycle in the ditch he photogra¬ 
phed the object with the camera he was cariying around his neck. 
The object appeared to glow milky white, in the form of a "fiery 
spider", and S.chedelbauer felt heat coming from it. After being 
stationery for 1 about 6 to 7 seconds the object suddenly darken¬ 
ed, and what sounded like muffled engine sounds developed into a 
roar similar to that of jet airplanes, and it returned out of 
sight towards the direction from which it had come. 

Schedelbauer afterwards experienced for three days red¬ 
dish spots or his* face and hands which caused him no irritation.
